There were 3.2 days suitable for fieldwork 
for the week ending November 1, 2020. Topsoil moisture supply 
was rated 4 percent very short, 21 percent short, 69 percent ade-
quate, and 6 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 5 
percent very short, 25 percent short, 68 percent adequate, and 2 
percent surplus. Corn harvested for grain was 80 percent com-
plete, compared to the 5- year average of 87 percent. Soybean 
harvest was 60 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average 
of 67 percent. Cotton harvest was 32 percent complete, compared 
to the 5-year average of 78 percent. Cotton condition was rated 3 
percent very poor, 10 percent poor, 38 percent fair, and 49 per-
cent good. Rice harvest was 91 percent complete, compared to 
the 5-year average of 97 percent. Winter wheat planted pro-
gressed to 59 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 63 per-
cent. Winter wheat emerged was 42 percent, compared to the 5-
year average of 41 percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 1 
percent very poor, 9 percent poor, 44 percent fair, 41 percent 
good, and 5 percent excellent.
